The Federal Trade Com miss ion in its recen t report on war 
profits, stated that the five large meat packers have been 
profiteerin g an d that they have a mon opoly of the market. 


These con clusion s, if fair an d ju st, are matters of seriou s 
con cern n ot on ly to those en gaged in the meat packin g 
busin ess bu t to every other citizen of ou r cou n try . 


The figu res ^iver. on profits are misleadin g an d 
the

The packers men tion ed in the report stan d ready to prove 
their profits reason able an d n ecessary . 


The meat busin ess is on e of the largest American in du stries. 
An y citizen who would familiarize himself with its details 
mu st be prepared for large totals. 


The report states that the aggregate profits of fou r large 
packers were $110,000,000 for the three war y ears. 


Phis su m is compared with $10,000,000 as the average 
an n u al profit for the three y ears before the war, makin g it 
appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than 
the pre-war profit. 


This compares a three-y ear profit with a on e-y ear profit—a 
man ifestly u n fair method of comparison . 
It is n ot on ly 
misleadin g, bu t the Federal Trade Commission apparen tly 
has made a mistake in the figu res themselves. 


The aggregate three-y ear profit of $140,000,000 was 
earn ed on sales of over fou r an d a half billion dollars. 
It 
mean s abou t three cen ts on each dollar of sales-or a mere 
fraction of a cen t per poun d of produ ct. 


Packers’ profits are a n egligible factor in prices of live 
stock an d meats. 
No other largo bu sin ess is con ducted 
upon such small margin s of profit. 
Fu rthermore—an d this is very importan t on ly a small 
portion of this profit has been paid in dividen ds. 
The 
balan ce has been pu t back in to the busin esses. 
It had to 
be, as y ou realize when y ou con sider the problems the 
packers have had to solve—an d solve qu ickly —du rin g 
these war y ears.

To con du ct this bu sin ess in war times, with higher costs an d 
the n ecessity of pay in g two or three times the former prices 
for live stock, has requ ired the use of two or three times 
the ordin ary amou n t of workin g capital. 
The addition al 
profit makes on ly a fair retu rn on tin s, an d as has been 
used ¡to fin an ce hu ge stocks of goods an d to provide 
addition s an d improvemen ts made n ecessary by 
the 
en ormou s deman ds of ou r army an d n avy an d the^Allies. 


If y ou are a bu sin ess man y ou will appreciate the sign ifi­ 
can ce of these facts. 
If y ou are u n acqu ain ted with 
busin ess, talk this matter over 
with some 
busin ess 
acqu ain tan ce 
with y ou r ban ker, say - an d ask him to 
compare profits of the packin g in du stry with those of an y 
other large in du stry at the presen t time. 


No eviden ce is offered by the Federel Trade Commission 
in su pport of the statemen t that the large packers have a 
mon opoly . 
The Commission ’s own report shows the large 
n u mber an d importan ce of other packers. 


The packers men tion ed in the statemen t stan d ready to 
prove to an y fair min ded person that they are in keen 
competition with each other, an d that they have n o power 
to man ipu late prices. 


if this were n ot tru e they would n ot dare to make this 
positive statemen t. 


Fu rthermore, govern men t figures show that the five 
large packers men tion ed in the report accoun t for on ly 
abou t an e-third of the meat bu sin ess of the cou n try . 


They wish it were possible to in terest y ou .in the details 
of their busin ess. Of how, for in stan ce, they can sell 
dressed beef for less than the cost of the live an imal, 
owin g to u tilization of by -produ cts, an d of the won derfu l 
story of the methods of distribu tion throu ghou t this 
broad lan d, as well as in other cou n tries. 


The five packers men tion ed feel ju stified in co-operatin g 
with each other to the ex ten t of together presen tin g this 
public statemen t. 


They have been able to do a big job for y ou r govern men t 
in its time of n eed; they have met all war time deman ds 
promptly an d completely an d they are willin g to tru st 
their case to the fairmin dedn ess of the American people 
with the facts before them.
